SEEE ieged that on July 25, 2018 appx 
1930 hours he was “aggressively approached” by Officer Piccirilli ‘who wanted to see if his dogs were 
leashed. S urther reported that Officer Piccirilli called him a “fucking punk” SEER went to 
report that Officer Piccirilli stated he “would be looking for me”. S89@@Bwent on to report that after 
going separate ways Officer Piccirilli “finds me as promised - Starts yelling at me again for no reason”. 
QE ported that “he (Officer Piccirilli) made such a ruckus neighbors came out to see what was 
up”, S@PTBdescribes Officer Piccirilli in complaint form as being “6’3, Bald, Fat, Puffy Lips”.

I next checked Waltham Police Department CAD entries for this date. On 07/25/18 1909 hours 
Officer Piccirilli was assigned a call at Nipper Maher Park 65 Dartmouth Street for a report of a group of 
people letting their dogs run around the park. (CAD # 18022784). Officer Piccirilli was backed up on this 
called by Officer Alisha Piantedosi whom was assigned Sector 1B cruiser 435.

After conducting above mentioned records checks | contactedall—imgover the phone and 
advised him that | was a night platoon OIC as well as an investigator assigned to our Professional 
Standard Unit. | arranged to meet wit(®3¥38MGn person on August 4, 2018 at 1030 hours at Nipper 
Maher Park (Boynton Street side by Children’s play area). @lililmaghad suggested this location to meet as 
he wanted to show me exactly where his encounter with Officer Piccirilli took place. | met wit(Qiimp 
at this time at which time he stated that on July 25, 2018 just after 1900 hours he was at Nipper Maher 
Park on the Boynton Street side by the children’s play area with his two dogs. S@lilimgstated that he was 
“doing pull ups” on a bar to exercise and had his two dogs down on the ground by his side both leashed 
and tied to the pole where he was doing pull ups. ammm tated that he observed two Police officers — 
one male and one female (Piccirilli and Piantedosi) approach some people and tell them to leash their 
dogs. @gmmmmgstated that the “female cop came across nice” but the “male cop seemed angry”. a 
stated that the male cop (Officer Piccirilli) subsequently approached him and appeared “angry” and

be watching you”. @@UBBstated that Piccirilli then left on foot toward the Dartmouth Street side of 
park SQ then stated that he then left park walking onto Boynton Street with his two dogs both 
leashed.

nor did she hear the officer say anything offensive. @MBdid say that she heard ay to the 
Officer “he (one of the dogs) is on an invisible leash”.

In speaking with @&0MNBshe advised me that one of her neighbors@qenaanae 
Qa as also outside during this encounter and that she may have heard something or seen 
something.

she seemed to have some fondness for him and his dogs @M—MBstated she did observe part of the 
encounter between the officer and @ii but that she couldn’t hear what was being said other than 
GQ saying to the officer “he’s on an invisible leash”. In speaking with@3Mllpl advised her that | 
was looking into this encounter to ensure the Police Officer had handled himself properly and I was 
interested in knowing if there was anything she felt the officer did or said that was improper. aginak 
reiterated that she could not hear was what being said other than the invisible leash comment that 


CE made and she also stated “Maybe GED was having a bad day”. 


In regards to the Nipper Maher Park and the play area where GENRES and Officer Piccirilli had 
their encounter, | noted that the play area where SSE stated he was exercising doing “pull ups” on 
the bars is a children’s play area. There are signs in the area indicating dogs must be leashed. I contacted 
Park and Rec. Department and spoke with Nick Abruzzi regarding this location and inquired into whether 
the children’s play area has any restriction for age. | was subsequently sent an email from Kim Scott Park 
and Rec Assistant Director in which she advised me that although Nipper Maher Park play area does not 
have any age restrictions most of the newer park play areas have signs indicating play structures are for 
children ages 5 to 12. Copy of this email has will be placed with report. | note this because it is Siiimamgap 
contention that he was exercising at the play area using it to do “pull ups”.@S35@88 had his dogs with 
him and is 45 years old. | have taken several photos of the play area as well as the signs in area 
indicating dogs need to be leashed. 


| subsequently met with Officer Piccirilli to inquire and ask him about this encounter he had with 
ammi advised Officer Piccirilli tha WSE had filed a “Report of Alleged Police Misconduct report” 
which was deemed by the department as a matter that would be dealt with from within patrol and had 
been assigned to me to investigate as | was Officer in Charge during the shift this encounter occurred. 
Officer Piccirilli stated that he was assigned to Nipper Maher Park on a report of people on the fields 
with their dogs unleashed and that Officer A. Piantedosi was his back up. Officer Piccirilli stated that he 





arrived at the park on the Dartmouth Street side and observed some people on the fields with their dogs 
unleashed. Officer Piccirilli stated that he advised the people that the dogs needed to be leashed at 
which time they leashed their dogs and left without incident. Officer Piccirilli stated this portion of the 
call was uneventful. Officer Piccirilli stated that after handling this his back up Officer Piantedosi made 
her way back to her cruiser. Officer Piccirilli stated he then observed a male, standing by the children’s 
play area with two dogs and that the male had no leash in his hands. Officer Piccirilli stated that the 
male whom | will now refer to asgilllmmggwas standing there and it appeared the two dogs were not 
leashed and at the very least not under his control as he had no leashes in his hands. Officer Piccirilli 
stated he approached@MMMlito inquire as to whether the dogs were leashed and was immediately met 
with a confrontational person whom asked why he was being bothered and telling Officer Piccirilli to 
leave him alone. Officer Piccirilli stated he advised @ililiamphe was simply there to ensure that the dogs 
were leashed and if not to advise @immmggthat the dogs needed to be leashed. Officer Piccirilli stated 
that gmas being loud yelling that this was a waste of tax payer’s dollars and he wanted to be left 
alone. Officer Piccirilli stated he never callediitmmmaja punk” or “a fucking punk” but did state that the 
discussion was loud because of@iilmmmmpringing the conversation to a loud level. Officer Piccirilli stated 
that that he now only saw one leash and whereasigmmmghad two dogs he believed one of the dogs was 
unleashed and that even the one dog that was leashed was not under @immacontro! as he was not 
holding any leash in his hands. Officer Piccirilli stated he did not believe SIÐ had the leash tied to the 
pole and further stated that he observed AE as he was approaching and that GBEE was not doing 
“pull ups” aSa dvised me he was doing. Officer Piccirilli stated has he turned around and started 
to leavefEMPagain yelled at him demanding his name and badge number to which Officer Piccirilli 
stated he gave him his information. Officer Piccirilli stated he never made any comment to SARI that 
he “would be watching him”. Officer Piccirilli stated that he then left and cleared the call. Officer 
Piccirilli stated that once in his cruiser he made his way down South Street and cannot recall exactly but 
may have driven out to Weston Street and then found himself driving down Boynton Street towards the 
Nipper Maher Park. Officer Piccirilli stated he did not return to this area to look for @iimmp but had 
simply driven down Boynton Street as part of his patrolling of his sector. Officer Piccirilli stated he then 
came acros SEON Boynton Street and observed that one of his two dogs was unleashed as they 
were walking on Boynton Street. Officer Piccirilli stated he pulled up t@Qigmmgin order to advise him 
that he had already been advised minutes earlier that the dogs needed to be leashed when iiime 
once again became argumentative and loud. Officer Piccirilli stated that when again advising Gage 
that the dogs needed to be leashec@limmggpyelled “it’s an invisible leash”. In speaking with Officer 
Piccirilli he stated he can’t recall if he himself “swore” but he never called SWB a “fucking punk” and 
never said he’d be watching him.

Officer Piantedosi advised me that 
Officer Piccirilli’s encounter with SEBIS must have come after she left the area. Officer Piantedosi 
stated she never spoke Officer Piccirilli about the call afterwards so she has no knowledge of his

In a follow-up conversation with Officer Piccirilli after | had spoken to all involved | asked him 
about the way he ended the second encounter with S888 in that he had not obtaineðiamams 
information nor opted to write a report. Officer Piccirilli stated that he did not ask for @gRWOD 
information because of Wii% being so uncooperative and Officer Piccirilli feeling thaliigmpwould 
not give him the information if asked. In terms of Officer Piccirilli having had this second encounter with 

Cu after advising him a first time to leash the dog Officer Piccirilli stated that he “wasn’t sure at 
that point what he could do with the leash violation issue” and opted to end the matter at that point 
with no report. 


While conducting this investigation | received a phone call fronM@RVon August 12 at which 
time SRS wanted to inquire about the status of this investigation and also wanted to advise me of 
another issue he had with the Waltham Police. Stevens wanted me to know that on August 12 (Sunday) 
he was walking his dogs in th and he wanted 
me to know that “the cop that drives MC2 had parked his police motorcycle on the sidewalk in front his 
house (officer's house) when he was home for lunch” SEEEEIent on to say that if he or someone else 
parked a motorcycle on the sidewalk they would be dealt with by the police. QB asked that this 
issue be addressed as well. M/C 2 on this date was assigned to Officer Amarante. This issue is clearly a 
separate issue from Officer Piccirillis’s encounter but is being documented here as it is indicative of 

k esire to have issues with Police documented. This information will be passed on to Patrol 
Division Captain and likely to Officer Amarante at some point — (Not@03@00¥R pparently know where 
Officer Amarante resides). In a final conversation wif@@@MEM&gpn August 21, 2018 he advised me that 
he had taken pictures with his cell phone of MC2 parked on the sidewalk at the police officers house and 
asked if | wanted them. | advisediilgthat | would not need his photos. 


Findings / Conclusions 


After speaking with all involved including the two neighbors that witnessed part of this 
encounter | cannot sustai FSS complaint that Officer Piccirilli used any profanities with him, 
called him “a fucking punk” or made any comments about “watching for him”. As noted in this report 
both neighbors kno WSB and at least one of them if not both have a fondness for him but neither 
supported his claim of being mistreated. | also noted tha#@UMBadvised me that his dogs were both 
leashed while he was on Boynton Street and that not only Officer Piccirilli but both witnesses stated one 
of the dogs was unleashed. | have to question the honesty of (ree in this situation. Additionally, as | 
noted in report QB stated to me that he was in the Child’s play area doing his exercises on the bars 
“doing pull-ups” while his dogs stayed by his side tied to the pole. This play area is for children as noted 
Park and Rec indicated the equipment is essentially made for children 5 through 12 years of age. Officer 
Piccirilli stated that WR was not exercising or “doing pull ups” but was simply standing around with 
his dogs by his side not under his control (no leash in hands). | again would have to question the 
honesty of Gili in regards to his purpose in this area. 


As noted I cannot sustain the complaint by Smmm- however at the same time I have spoken 
with Officer Piccirilli regarding my findings / conclusion and gave him my recommendations and some 
options he could have used. Officer Piccirilli had encountered SEEE twice during which on both 
occasions SEEE was less then cooperative with Officer Piccirilli. QW was advised of the leash law 
in the first encounter and then found minutes afterwards in violation of the ordinance. It was my 
suggestion / opinion as the Officer in Charge on the shift this occurred that after coming across SU 
a second time that a short report would have benefited the department. | advised Officer Piccirilli that 
although discretionary he did have the option to issue a civil citation to SgqgmNBfor the violation of city 
ordinance and or he could have filed a report and forwarded it to Animal Control asking that they review 
it and issue a citation if it was found to be helpful to resolve further problems. | provided Officer Piccirilli 
with a photo copy of a city ordinance citation from a book that animal control has and advised him that 
these citations are available to any officer interested in utilizing them. Officer Piccirilli advises that he 
understands my thoughts on it having benefited the department to have at least the second encounter 
documented in a report and that he had actually thought about it at the time but opted not to. A copy 
of a city ordinance citation will be placed with this report. 


On August 21, 2018 1700 hours | contacted to advise him that | had completed the 
investigation / inquiry. | advised es that | had spoken to all parties and that it has been fully 
documented and would be reviewed internally. | advised QB that the witnesses | interviewed could 
not substantiate his complaint but at the same time | assured @mmamgthat it is the goal of the 
department to keep with the highest standards of Professionalism and that his filing of the complaint 
has been duly noted. | advised @99@9@Bthat although Officer Piccirilli and he saw things differently that 
his issues have been documented. Stated that he was fine with this and was satisfied with what | 
have told him. Prior to ending the phone calis wanted me to know that this “wasn’t the first 
time” he had been treated poorly by the Waltham Police citing two more examples — one he indicated 





appx. 2 years ago he stated he had parked his car at Nipper Maher Park at night to let his dogs go into 
wooded area and he was “harshly spoken too by Officer Amarante” about being in the wooded area at 
night. @&BWBstated he contacted the station during that incident and made a verbal complaint to the 
shift OIC about being treated poorly by Officer Amarante. @@0@@said on another occasion appx. 20 
years ago he was treated “badly” by the Waltham Police during a car stop on Prospect Street. QD 
did not wish to discuss these older situations any further. | am documenting these newest statements of 
GAs it is evident that he has somewhat of a negative opinion of the Waltham Police Department. 
We ended the conversation with Stevens thanking me for documenting this incident he had with Officer 
Piccirilli saying that is all he wanted to see — that it was documented.
